It was explained fit//offictal circles 
that it became necessary to set a a 
military Government and martial law 
in Santo Domingo in order to enable 
the Dominican vernment to pay the 
interest on its foreign debt in accordance 
with the treaty of 1907 between this 
country and Santo Domingo, under 
which the customs receipts of that 
country are collected by an American 
Receiver General of Customs, and dis- 
bursed in accordance -with the terms 
of that agreement, Part of the collec- 
tion goes. toward the payment of in- 
terest and pence! on the bonds issued 
to cover the Dominican.foreign debt, 
and the rest of the receipts go to the 
Dominican Government for its own use. 

Reports from Captain yoy 2 showed 
that the political situation in Santo Do- 
mingo was such that the revenues col- 
lected by the American Receiver Geh- 
eral were tied up and could not be dis- 
bursed, the result being that, while 
money was coliected. and available for 
payt the interest on the country's 
forei debt, theSe interest’ payments 
could not be made safely -nder the ex- 
isting political conditions. 

Under the Military Government put 
into effect by Captain Knapp’s. procla- 
mation, Captain Knapp will act as Mili- 
ttary Governor, and while so acting not 
only will provide for the payment of 
$100,000 a month to’ the fiscal agent of 
the loan, the Guaranty Trust Company 
of New York, and interest on any other

Step Was Carefully Planned. 


Althovgh he publicity had been given

In 
these cars were more than 100 wounded 
soldiers of the Carranza command, The 
hospitals here are filled with wounded 
and -volunteer nurses are caring for 
them. 

The troop trains that brought this 
sutviving force to the border left Chi- 
huahua City at 10:30 Monday morning, 
proceeding to a point near Terrazas 
statton, where a burned bridge forced 
them to transfer to another train: Wed- 
nesday.

Chronjcle's correspondent at Brixham 
sends a description by Captain Norris 
of the trawler Amphitrite of a sub- 
marine attack .on the Brixham fishing 


fleet Tuesday, when his vessel and the 
trawler Provident were sunk and the 
smack Lynx was disabled. He says 
in part: 

** Direttly the -submarine opened: fire, 
we were not many seconds getting our 
boat into the water. We pulled hard 
to get out of line of firing. Our boat 
was not more than 100 yards -astern of 
the Amphitrite- when. the Germans 
started firing. The first shot fell just 
ten yards clear of the boat...The water 
splashed. aboard.: As the shell hit\the 
water it burst and shraphel feil \all 
about.on the water. 

‘It was as though a school of mack- 
erel was playing about us. The second 
shot fell about twenty yards away. 
Then the submarine fired on the Amr 
phitrite, hitting her on the port bow, 
and she started to sink.‘ Another shot 
settled her.” 

Captain Lynn of the Lynx said: 

‘“The submarine did not give us any 
chance. The crew deliberately tried to 
sink our open boat. Of that I have not 
the slightest doubt.’

Refugees said that siaeeen thé ae 
tery. and Santa Rosa Hill-in Chihuahua 
City the dead covered the streets, many 
having died days before. Along the 
streets near the railroad station and 
surrounding the station one refugee said 
he saw many cavalry horses with car- 
bines and sabres attached to the sad- 
dles, the Carranza cavalrymen having 
abandoned them in order to leave the 
city on the troop train. They were Ieft 
without an owner. . Along Zarco Avenue 
the fighting had been fiercest, and many 
oivilians had been killed there and in 
other parts of the city by shell fire afd 
rifle balls. The houses lining this street 
were pitted with bullet marks of the 
battle, a refugee said, and many shell 
holes were to be seen in the houses in 
the heart of the city. 

All of the refugees agreed that Car- 
ranza troops were winning during the 
first four days of the fighting, but, 
either because of a shortage of ammu- 
nition or lack of mofale, they .aban- 
doned the city early on the fifth morn- 
ing of the battle, seeking safcty in 
flight in all directions. The taking of 
Santa Rosa Hill, known as the ‘‘ key to 
Chihuahua,"’ was said by one of the 
foreign refugees to have started the 
retirement of the Carranza forces, 
which, he said, resembied a rout ‘be- 
fore the last train left. The cavalry, 
artillery, and infantry poured down the 
streets leading to the station, which is 
north of the city proper, and climbed 
uboard the train in a wild scramble to 
get away. : 

One civilian refugee ‘contended that 
General Gonzales Cuellar was respon- 
sible for the taking. of Santa Rosa 
Hill, where he was in command, as he 
allowed the infantry line to be weak- 
ened. When the artillery was turned 
on the city, the refugee added, the 
moral effect was almost immediately 
noticeable, and the Carranza soldiers, 
who had been anxious for battle Satur- 
day night, dropped their rifles and 
fled. One refugee said he saw officers 
leave their men fighting to flee for 
safety. This, however, could not be 


verified. 

It is believed by the refugees and Car- 
ranza officers that General Trevino left 
first for Tabaloapa, south of. the. city, 

and from there moved to Aldama, about 
twenty miles from Chihuahua City. An- 
other report said the Carranza com- 

mander was at Hacienda Dolores, west 
of the city. 


Says He Saw Villa Off Crutches.

THANKSGIVINGTEXTS 
RING WITH WARNINGS 


Day’s Sermons Contrast Our 
Complacent Prosperity with 
Europe’s Suffering. 


STILL TIME TO AID BELGIUM 


Pastors and Congregations Join In 
Protests Against German/ De- 
portation of Civillans. 


In the churches and synagogues of 
New York yesterday was not so much 
a day of thanksgiving as of consecra- 
tion and prayer. Almost without ex- 
ception the sermons of priests, pastors, 
and rabbis dealt with the problems 
brought up by the European war and by 
America’s duties and obligations in con- 
nection with the international condi- 
tions of the time. 

There was: hardly anywhere an ex- 
pression of satisfaction, of complacency. 
Preachers who mentioned that the coun- 


try had so far been spared from war; 


used it only as an adjunct to earnest 
exhortation as to the increased respon- 
sibilities laid upon Americans by their 
good Soetype. The materjal pre 


“greater 
sptSartiega péoples of Hurope. 
ii all Catholic churches and most of 
the Protestant and Jewish places of 
worship thé vollections of the day were 
applied to war relief funds. But the 
mere relief of suffering was not the 
only duty laid upon their hearers by 
the preachers of Thanksgiving sermons. 
The urgent duty of doing whatever is 
possible to redress the wrongs of Bel- 
gium was emphasized by Dr. William 
t. Manning at Trinity Church and Dr. 
John H. Jowett at the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. 
oe Manning, preaching at Trinity, 


“An opportunity without precedent in 
history has been given us to take the 
moral leadership of the world, and we 
have not accepted it. And out of our 
enormous profits we have not even 
given generously for the help of those 
from the war. Individuals 
and groups have given heroic help, but 
our people as a whole have given piti- 

fully little. 

“‘I think our chief cause for thanks- 
giving today is that our opportunity is 
not yet closed to us. The monstrcus 
wrongs of Belgium, the sorrows of 
Polandj the woes of Armenia still cry 
out to us and challenge us to show that 
we have the same spirit as those who 
laid the foundations of this Republic. 
We are not fat, bg to enter this war, 
and no one desires that we shall do so. 
But we are required to bear our wit- 
ness for justice and humanity and to do 
this without regard to consequences.” 
Cardinal Mercier’s Wonderful Words. 

William Jennings Bryan and Mrs. 
Bryan were among those who heard Dr. 
Jowett’s appeal for Belgium. 

“Do you not think,’’ said the preach- 
er, “that if we were really bowing to 
the sovereignty of the Lord there would 
be a river of beneficience and grace and 
protecting anger flowing toward the 
suffering people of that unfortunate na- 
tion? Of all pathetic yet glorious ut- 
terances of the war I know of no more 
wonderful utterance than the pastoral 
of Cardinal Mercier. If our nation 
truly worships God today the worship- 
pers will drink in the lite of the Lord 
and will surely express that life in grati- 
tude and sacrificial service,’ 

At the Temple Emanu-Ei Dr. Joseph 
Silverman, aroused by the presence of 
fewer than one hundred hearers, crit- 
icised the churches and synagogues for 
neglecting their duties. ‘‘The churches 
are not patriotic,’’ he said, “On a day 
like this the churches and synagogues 
ought to be crowded to the doors. if

BERLIN, Nov. 30, (by Wireless to 
Sgyville.)—In an address to-the Reichs- 
tag yesterday, in introducing the Man 
Fower bill, Chancellor von Bethmann 


Hollweg again announced that Germany 
was ready to end the war by a peace 
guaranteeing the existence and future 
of the ‘nation. 

It. was the Chancejlor’s sixtieth birth- 
day, and his desk was decorated with 
chrysanthemums. 

‘“‘The war continues, with its destruc- 
tive forces,” the Chancellor said. ‘‘ Ac- 
cordingly, our enemies desire it. They 
celebrated the past Summer as a period 
of victory. But did they obtain what 
they wanted? Our lines are unbroken, 
and Rumania, through whom a great 

change of events Was expected, is now 
atoning for what she did. God has 
helped us up‘ te the present. He will 
help vs further. 

“The almost superhuman heroism of 
our troops, which cannot be expressed 
in words of thanks, and our clear con- 
sefence, since we, the first and only 
ones, were ready and are ready to end 
the war by’ a peace guaranteeing our 
existence and our future—they give us 
moral right to such confidence. 

“But, gentlemen, this right ought not 
to make. us forget duty. Our enemies 
do not yet desire peace. They have 
superior numbers at their command, and 
almost the whole world delivers war 
material to them.’ 

The Chancellor urged the necesalty of 
Germany’s doing everything in_ her 
power to manufacture the necessary war 
material, saying: “ Hands that are idle 
assist the enemy.” The bill, he con- 
tinued, has been discussed with the in- 
terested trades and in the Reichstag 
Main Committee, and was in harmony 
with the patriotic spirit shown by the 
whole nation since the beginning of the 
war. 

“On behalf of the confederate Gov- 
ernments,” the Chancellor continued, ‘‘I 
ask yqu to assist in the work which 
will bring us new strength and guide us 
toward victory and peace.’’ 

The War Minister, Lieut. Gen. von 
Stein, pointed out the paramount rdle 
of war supplies during the present con- 
flict. He said the heroism of the troops 
at the front imposed upon every Ger- 
man at home the necessity.of providing 
the requisite materials, and added: 

““The enemiy has suffered appalling 
losses from our artillery.. For a long 
time a very energetic French General 
stood opposite my sector. We found on 
prisoners and on the dead documents 
which mostly were incomprehensible to 
us. From them we learned how many 
death sentences were passed by- the 
General on his own_goldiers.

The Rumanian defensive positions in 
the mountain district east of the Alt 
River now are more and more under 
the increasing pressure of General von 
Falkenhayn’s advancing army, says the 
Overseas News Agency. After the vic- 
tory near Tigveni on Nov. 26, the fate 
of the long-defended position at Curtea 
de Arges was doomed, and there the 
monument to the late King Carol of 
Rumania fell into the possession of 
General von Falkenhayn. 

In southern Wallachia, General von 
Mackensen’s armies are advancing ir- 
resistibly, while in Dobrudja, the Bul- 
garians,. together with Turkish artil- 
lery, repulsed Russian attacks. 

Bucharest is declared to be changing 
into a war camp. Half the population 
already has left the Rumanian capital, 
according to reports published by the 
Swiss newspaper, the Berne Bund, and 
accommodation in the trolley cars al- 
ready is limited. 

General Berthelot, the French military 
strategist with the Russian army, and 
the Chief of Police of Bucharest, are 
reported by the Lokalanzeiger to have 
issued an order directing the majority 
of the population of the capital, espec- 
ially women and children, to leave the 
precincts of ‘the fortress of Bucharest 
within five days. It is stated that they 
will. be transported, at public expense, 
to country places.

The surprise of war steadied 
that popular failing for a time, but 
with custom it has reappeared. 

‘Full advantage of it has been taken, 
of course, by those men who not only 
make their money out of it, but have 
temperaments in thorough sympathy 
with it. For a man who owns sensa- 
tional newspapers, and often the jour- 
nalist whom he employs, is in com- 
munion with his own audience when- 
ever panic or elation or bogies or scape- 
goats are concerned. : 

“The duty of any one who stands 
outside that field of emotion is in such 
a terrible moment as this to combat it. 
The whole of the war depends upon 
the civilian as well as the soldier re- 
straining such a mood. That it must 
be restrained’ in the armies is a com- 
monplace, and those who yield to it in 
the armies, even through no fault of 
their own, are punished. Those who de- 
liberately cre&te it or foster it, which 
in armies is a very rare thing, are shot.

| Father of Mme. Moressee, Nurse 
in Belgium, Thus Explains 
Her Execution.

PARIS, Nov. 30, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Chronicle.)—Confirmation 
has just been received of the murder 
of a Frenchwoman, Mme, Moressee, 
by the Germans in Brussels. The crime 
was perpetrated under similar circum- 
stances to those attending the killing 
of Edith Cavell, and at about the same 
epoch, her execution having taken 
place on Feb. 29 last. 

This victim of German barbarity was 
the wife of a Brussels journalist, and, 
according to a letter received from Hol- 
land by her relatives, who live near 
Paris, her ardent patriotism—she was 
a nurse, like Miss Cavell, in a iilitary 
hospital—had earned for her the cruel 
spite of the invaders. Charges were 
trumped up against her to give von 


Bissing a long-sought pretext to bring 
her to judgment and execution. She 
met her end heroically. She ieaves a 
daughter, who is still in Brussels. 

The father of Mme. Moressee says the 
news overwhelms but does not surprise 
him. His daughter was of frank, out- 
spoken character, and he imagines that, 
revolted by some act of German bru- 
tality, she spoke her mind too freely.

“Tf in your judgment the reported 
German excuse that this deportation 
is economically necessary and is in- 
Ktended solely for the benefit of the 
Belgians be valid, we suggest that you 
offer an asylum in this country to the 
helpless Belgians, where, even though 
they must leave homes and families, 
they will not be compelled to Jabor for 
their conquerors. There can be do doubt 
that the voluntary liberality of thts 
country would provide for these strick- 
en people.

COLONEL EXPLAINS 
RESULT OF ELECTION 


Attributes the Wilson Triumph 
to the Issues of Peace 
and Prosperity. 








PUBLIC COULDN'T BE ROUSED 





Declares Adamson Law Was a Fac- 
tor, and, Besides, There was 
a “Blurring of the Issues.” 








The Metropolitan Rengasine In its Christ- 
mas number, issued t y, publishes under 
the heading ‘‘ The Election,’’ the views of 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt on the result. 
The article, which is copyrighted by the 
Metropolitan Magazine Pany, is sub- 
Joined. 

When I write this it appears as it 
Mr. Wilson had carried the Electoral 
College, by a small majority. The ex- 
treme closeness of the election, render- 
ing us at this moment unable to state 
without question who the next President 
is to be, while the Senate is Democratic 
and the House closely divided, is not 
a satisfactory outcome of the cam- 
paign. To men who feel as the present 
writer does, and who hold their convic- 
tions with a fervor of intensity, and 
who wished to see the American people 
repudiate Mr. Wilson's policies by an 
overwhelming majority, the disappoint- 
ment is naturally keen. 

As in all such cases, the result is 
more easy to explain than it had been 
to foretell. The appeal made for Mr. 
Wilson was one which would tell very 
strongly with good, honest citizens 
whose. preoccupation with their own 
pursuits was such that they could not 
be expected to look deeply into our in- 
ternational relations and the general 
world conditions. This appeal was in 
its essence that we should vote for Mr. 
Wilson because he had kept us out of 
war and because we were prosperous. 
It would have been highly creditable 
to the average man if he had possessed 
the vision and disinterestedness to dis- 
regard such an appeal; but the fact 
that he did not disregard it merely 
means that we were not able to make 
the issue clear to his eyes. It doés not 
mean that he would remain morally 
obtuse if he could be shown in cohvinc- 
ing fashion where his duty lay. 

No sensible man wishes to go to war 
if he can honorably keep out of it; 
and when to this natural inclination is 
added the fact that the man is very 
busy and is puzzled about the issues in- 
volved, he is certain to cast his vote 
on the side that he is told will guar- 
antee peace. 


Calls the Nation Callous. 


Evidently people tend to look at the 
dreadful crimes committed in Belgium 
and Armenia, in the sinking of the 
Luistania, and in Mexico as analogous 
to disasters such as an earthquake or 
a fire; as properly exciting a discreet 
sympathy, but not as calling for anyj 
action which would-—jeopardize the com- 
fort and well-beifg of.those not imme- 
diately concerned. I do not approve of 
this attitude. I am merely stating it. 
Insofar as our people,permanently pre- 
serve it, they will steadily tend to the 
pet ae shi er bey aA rious 
8 waxe em from 2 
sure that it is ible to wake mm, 
and. that en ait roused th 
have the further possibility of show 
the great qualities of the men and wa- 
men of the Revolution and of the civil! 
war. 

Again, every man does, and ought to, 
prize a material well-being. To prize 
it is only wrong when it is permitted to 
get out of perspective, and to become 
the sole end of life, instead of merely 
one of the means to the end—important, 
but to be sacrificed without hesitation 
by all lofty souls, when its retention is 
clearly incompatible with some higher 
good. We are at the moment well off. 
The cost of living is very high, and the 
Government is rapidly becoming unable 





its. debts, but business man, 
: and ‘wage worker are all prof- 
itably busy. Under such circumstances 
only men of unusual insight and fore- 
sight will make a political change be- 
cause of just concern about future con- 
ditions, hey do. not, pay much ‘heed 
to the forecasts of’ politicians. 


Indifference ot the Voters. 


- We have permitted our politicians, our 
Candidatéas for public office, to treat the 
promiser made/in party platforms and 
on the stump witha cynical indifference 
which now reflects itself in a ‘similar 
indifference on the part of the voters. 
When public men are readily pardoned 


for making» any promise which they 
think will secure public favor before 
election, and for fegudiating any prom- 
ise which they think it inconvenient 
to keep after election, it is impossible 
to expect that the voters will not finally 
grow skeptical about all romises, 
rophecies and statements made during 
he course of a campaign. 

In addition to these counter-claims, 
there was the fact that the Adamson 
bill unquestionably. produced a_ great 
effect in Mr. Wilson’s favor in all labor 
circles. It was taken as an indication 
that.in any conflict between capital and 
lahor, Mr. Wilson would support’ labor, 
without an over-nice scrutiny of the 
merits of the case or the future effects 
of his action. 

Moreover, there was a real blurring 
of the issues, because for the first three 
years of Mr, Wilson’s term the leaders 
among his‘ nominal party opponents 
either feared to criticise him at all, or 
else split, half of them assalling him 
because on somegiven policy he had gone 
too far, and the other half because he 
had not gone far enough. When a public 
man who had for three years praised 
each of Mr. Wligon’s-acts separately, 
turned reund and during the campers 
condemned them all collectively, he did 
not carry conviction. Nor was it pos- 
sible to exert the full opposition strength 
against him when the leadership for 
three years had been such that until 
the campaign opened it was not possi- 
ble to foretell exactly what ground the 
opposition would be asked to take. 

We who supported Mr. Hughes will 
always:be glad that we supported him. 
We believe that his triumph and the 
national welfare were closely inter- 
woven. We now, for the sake of the 
nation, earnestly hope Mr. Wilson will 
meet with every success in the task 
ahead of him.

the hills and dales, earng Mayo, the 
diminutive i n A. A. star, was in 
the r e early stages, but 
dropped he ind in the last circuit of 
the two-mile course, and was fortunate 
to save third place from Grover Cleve- 
Jand Caughiey. of the Pittsburgh A. A., 
who, came strong at the finish, but 
waitsd too long with his spurt to get 
into one of the. prize bert 

Only slightly less impressive than the 
personal triumph of Jimmy Henigan 
was the clean-cut success scored by his 
teammates from the Dorchester Club, 
champions of the New Englan Associa- 
tion, in the fight for the club title. ‘The 
New Englanders completed the conquest 
of the best clubs in the loca) district, 
which they failed of doing last year by 
a few pons pares. by running up the 
smail total of 40 points, seven less than 
were tharged* against the Metropolitan 
pgp panes team, the Mohawk A. C., 
The orningside A. Cy squad gave a 
fine example of teamwork, but did not 
possess the strength to gain better than 
third place, with 59 points.

THE. BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 


Schumann’s Third Symphony and 
Rimsky-Korsakoff’s ‘Scheherazade.’ 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra came 
again to New York yesterday and gave 
a concert in Carnegie Hall in the eve- 
ning.’ The program, which, like those 
of its first visit, had no place for a 
soloist on it, was made up of two 
numbers—Schumann's third symphony, 
called the “‘ Rhenish,”’ and Rimsky Kor- 
sakoff's symphonic suite, ‘‘ Schehera- 
zade.”’ The symphony had _ not been 
heard here in .some. time; it has been 
rather neglected lately in favor of the 
first and fourth of Schumann, and even 
these have appeared with diminishing 
frequency on the programs of orchestral 
societies. But it seemed very much 
alive last evening: Its substancé is 
fresh and- vital, and ‘the: orchestration, 
if it has some of Schumann’s faults in 
this art, has also great beauties. The 
performance was much to be com- 
mended for its great vigor and rhythmic 
incisiveness, ite color, and its finish.

The performance was a gorgeous re- 
production of Rimsky Korsakoff’s gor- 
geéous pictures. Dr. Muck conducted it 
with immense and contagious enthusi- 
asm. The orchestra rarely has an op- 
portunity to present its powers as a 
virtuoso more fully; both as a body and 
in the numerous solo effects with which 
the score abounds. The audience was 
excited to an unwonted enthusiasm.
